To Jason A. Palmer, Constable of the Town of Palmer, Greeting 

In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are hereby 
directed to notify and warn all the inhabitants of the town of Palmer, 
qualified to vote in elections, and town affairs, to meet at the Town Hall, in 
said Palmer, on Monday, the twentieth day of March, inst, at 10 o’clock, 
A. M., to act on the following articles, viz : 

Article 1 . To choose a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 

Art. 2. To determine the number of Selectmen, Overseers of the Poor, 
Assessors, School Committee, and Constables, the town will choose for the 
ensuing year. 

Art. 3. To elect all necessary town officers for the ensuing year. 

Art. 4. To act upon the Report of the School Committee, Selectmen, 
Overseers of the Poor, and other town officers. 

Art. 5. To raise such sums of money as are necessary to defray the current 
expenses of the town for the ensuing year. 

Art. 6. To see if the town will raise any money to reduce the debts of the 
town. 

Art. 7. To determine the manner of repairing the highways and bridges for 
the ensuing year. 

Art. 8. To see if the town will allow a discount upon the taxes that may be 
assessed the ensuing year. 

Art. 9. To determine the manner the town will take to collect the taxes that 
may be assessed, and state the terms and conditions of the same. 

Art. 10. To see if the town will make any by-laws and regulations to 
prevent the pasturing of cattle and other animals upon the streets and highways 
of the town. 

Art. 11. To see if the town will accept the list of Jurors, as revised by the 
Selectmen. 

Art. 12. To choose Committees and give them instructions. 

Art. 13. To hear Reports of Committees, and act thereon. 

Art. 14. To see if the town will build a Tomb in the Cemetery near the 
Town Hall, and appropriate money for the same. 

Art. 15. To see if the town will continue to hire the rooms now occupied for 
a lock-up and tramp rooms. 

Art. 16. To see what disposition the town will make, if any, of the land 
purchased of A. N. Dewey, to build a lock up upon. 
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Art. 17. To see if the town will vote a salary for the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures. 

Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to accept as a town way, a street as 
laid out and worked by Marshall Fox, beginning on the south side of south main 
street, in the Depot Village, and running south seventy degrees west, about 
thirty-seven rods, to land of the New London Northern Railroad Corporation. 

The names of the Selectmen, Overseers of the Poor, Assessors, School 
Committee, and Constables, who are voted for, must be all on one ballot; Town 
Clerk and Treasurer on a separate ballot. And you are hereby directed to serve 
this Warrant, by posting up attested copies thereof at the different public places 
designated by a vote of the town, seven days at least before the holding of said 
meeting, and cause this Warrant to be prin ted in the Palmer Journal, at least tw o 
issues before the time of holding said meeting. Hereof fail not, and make due 
return of this Warrant, with your doings thereon, to the Town Clerk, on or 
before the time of said meeting.

REPORT 


OF 

COMMITTEE ON SCHOOLS. 


The assessors report that there were last May nine 
hundred and forty-two children in this town between 
the ages of five and fifteen. Had the original appro¬ 
priation—$8,000—stood, it would have given $8.49 
per scholar. According to the last Annual Report of 
the Board of Education, which gives returns includ¬ 
ing the school year 1873-4, Springfield appropriated 
$23.64, Westfield $16.66, West Springfield $14.11, 
Longmeadow $12.55, Chicopee $12.04, Chester, $10.79, 
Holyoke $10.07, Montgomery $9.29, Monson, $9.22, 
Wilbraham $8.58 per scholar. Next would have come 
in our own town. But $2,000 were abstracted to de¬ 
fray the cost of a bridge, leaving to be expended but 
$6.49. This is the lowest sum per scholar reached by 
any towns in Hampden county with the exceptions of 
Blandford and Tolland. Moreover, only thirty-two 
towns out of three hundred and thirty-nine in the 
whole state of Massachusetts make so small an appro¬ 
priation per scholar as this. There are three hundred 
and seven towns ahead ot us; and two hundred and 
twenty-four of them appropriate more than $8.49, at 
which sum ours would have stood had it not been taken 
in the interest of the highways. And if there are any 
towns so situated as to make the keeping up of the 
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schools particularly costly, ours, by reason of its divi¬ 
sions, is one of them. 

The committee would recommend for the ensuing 
year the appropriation of $8,000 for teachers, fuel, and 
care of houses; of $300 for special repairs on the 
Bondsville schoolhouse; and of $600 for general re¬ 
pairs. 

We append a detailed statement of expenditures 
for schools. Any slight difference observable between 
these accounts and those of the Town Treasurer are 
due to the fact that our accounts run to and include 
March 6, the Treasurer’s ending with March 1.
